Moreover, the 
offspring, by inheriting his infirmities, 
may themselves suffer,- -and so with each 
succeeding generation, until tbe whole 
family cowies to bo productive and become 
only consumers of the energies of others.

The subject of penal codes* and priion 


lisoipUne, both in Europe and this conn- 
ry ha* been a matter ol increasing public 
nterest during the last twenty year*. In 
1848 George Coomb* by hi* versatile and 
elaiilo pen ibed a flood of light upon tbe 
eavta oi crime, the influence of which is 
apparent in the great improvements that 
lave been made in tbe discipline of our 
srinooi, 


Tbe Inspectors of the Western State 


Penitentiary at Allegheny, in their hut 
report to the Lsgislaturr, say they "Have 
ojt emerged irom a transition state in the 
management of this institution. 
The 


reach from a rigid solitary system of dis- 
cipline to the more liberal and enlightened 
is a tedious and difficult one, especially 
where public opinion ha* been 
edu- 


cated for a long aeries of yean to 
the 
belief 
that 
the 
existing 


regime is infallible. Among the most 
prominent improvements introduced in 
thi* penitentiary, are a greater sociability 
of the prison population, the introduction 
of ein extensive library, a Sabbath school, 
public singing, and the commutation law, 
all of which have met with SUCCMS. 


I had occasion to visit the penitentiary 


a few days since, and through the kindness 
of the warden was permitted to examine 
tbe record book*, and take from them such 
items as would be oi public interest.
